The Digikey/Panasonic capacitors ought to work fine as long as the 

w.v. is adequate. I suspect that the "orange drops" are polyester 

too, but I don't know that for a fact. Electrolytics can be a bit 

larger than the originals, since mostly they are used for filtering 
and coupling/bypass. There may be some critical ones in there used 
for setting time constants, so check the circuit to be sure. 


Dunno about the roller inductor. Maybe the squeak is coming from the 
roller sliding on the shaft? Not sure about lubricants for something 
like this, though a light grease shouldn't hurt. Better get a second 
opinion... 


The T/R plug will be tough to find. I bought mine years ago, and have 
never seen another one. Maybe you can carve up a crystal to get one. 
On my Ranger, the plug is always falling out of the socket; it's not 
the best of connectors. Besides, there's 110VAC coming out of that 
thing, directly across the power line. Not the safest thing in the 
world.

First, congrats on acquiring this fine piece of equipment. 


> Second, I want to replace the ancient electrolytics but I can't find the 
> 'right' values. Can I sub 22uF for 15uF, for instance, without bad effects? 


As long as you use a higher value, it's okay. A x*xmuch* higher value will 
cause a higher current surge on powerup and will be harder on the xformer, 
but the transformer's inductance will keep a lid on this as well. Go for it. 


> Third, L9, the roller inductor squeaks like a tortured chicken. I've cleaned 
> of the inductor with a pencil erasor, but it seems I need to lubricate it 
> with something...any suggestions? 


If the squeaking is in the mechanism then some lightweight household oil 
should fix it. But I would be careful of getting oil on the contact wheel, 
it needs to have a solid connection. Even if it squeaks, leave it alone 
(other than cleaning it). 


> Fourth, are there good mods for improving the audio? I suppose changing the 
> coupling caps on the audio amp would do for now, any suggestions? 


> Fifth, where the HECK can one find the xtal plug for the TR relay voltage,

> The goal here is to have a multiband antenna or the most 

> flexible antenna possible with my limited yard space. 

Perhaps the most important exercise here is to recognize that limited 
Space equals compromise. (And, that necessity is the mother of 
invention! ;4%) What you seek is a solution that preserves your ability 
to operate on as many bands as possible, with as good a signal as 
possible, given the limitations on the equation. 


> the feedline is part of the antenna, will not the impedance 

> presented to the balun change (on the ladder line side) with 

> frequency/band? 

Yes, of course it will. Because the solution under discussion is a 
tuner in the shack tuning the mismatch on the coax to the rx/tx 
impedance of 50ohms (or so ;%) and a balun outside to the multiband 
antenna using open wire/ladderline as transmission line, what you 
presume is correct. This means two things: 1) you will have some very 
interesting reactances on the coaxial feedline to deal with; and, 2) 
if you use an inadequate tuner, a toroidal balun wound on a form that 
saturates easily, or cheezy coaxial feedline with improperly installed 


connectors, you *WILL* leak RF all over the place, and you may even 
find out how long an RF burn takes to heal... (hint: a very l-o-n-g 
time! ;4%) 


Given your situation, I would strongly recommend that you use a 
section of 75 ohm aluminum jacketed 3/4" TV cable hardline between 
your tuner and the outside balun. Who gives a damn about the 75 ohm 
versus 50 ohm impedance? You are NOT going to see 50 ohms on that part 
of your transmission cable anyway, you have a tuner in the shack 
between the balun and the rig, so it doesn't matter. 


Simple connector solutions are available: use a barrel connector 
(double female SO-239) and after "coring" the foam out of the hardline 
end and "slotting" the cable using a hacksaw, simply shove one end of 
the barrel over the center conductor into the end, and tighten the 
jacket using a stainless hose clamp... cover the outdoor end with 
"goop" and you are ready... 


I find PL-259 connectors to be VERY hard to install properly. 
Personally, I prefer "N" connectors, and think they are they xEASIEST* 
to install properly, assuming you have a good steel measuring tape! 
Remember, I operate almost exclusively 160/75/40 where connector 
impedance xisn't*x an issue! 


> And is the mismatch reflected back down to the transmitter or tuner? 


Yes, it is... However, assuming that you have VERY low loss feedline 
between the tuner and balun, the reflection will simply be re-radiated 
and eventually make it to the ether... (read Maxwell, "Reflections") 


> I think that I will get a balun and just play with it and see 

> what happens. 

AVOID, like the plague, the cheapo baluns wound inside a PVC tube...

It is not likely that phase and/or amplitude of an interfering 
signal will be different in each wire of ladder line (unless, of course, 
one is very close to the source of the signal).

Just as in 
transmitting, the load end determines whether ladder line should be used,

I don't think I am the right bob, but will make a comment or two, if 
you fellas don't mind..... 


Since I am not permitted antennas, I have to be what Jim, KR1S calls "Low 
Profile". I install my antenna at night, under cover of darkness. 

I have had what I consider success with the Lakeview Hamstick on 40 meters. 

I use one on the metal roof of my mobile home (best ground plane I've ever 
had) and use a MFJ 941 tuner to increase the bandwith. I have found the 
tuning charts that come with the antenna useless. *Don'tx cut the whip until 
you have tried the full whip length. I followed the chart, and ended up 
buying another whip because I used the chart to determine whip length. Am I 
the only one who has had trouble? Is it due to the extra capacitance of the 
ground plane? I do not use it mobile (yet).

A generally great Idea! I would add the following thoughts. 


1. Remembering the ol' diesel fleet boat days in the war movies, etc., 
those boats often had a rotatable 20 foot or so whip antenna that 
flattened back horizontally when submerged and rotated vertical 
when surfaced. Granted a good mobile whip on a tin-top as big as 
a house *‘‘literally'' does work FB OM, if you could put up even 
as little as a 15 £t fishpole whip a' la the ol’ wwII jeep mobile 
and field portable whips, you should get out considerably better 
on 40 and below in QRP or.... egads.... QRO mode. One approach 
would be to mount a swivellable vertical mount on the roofline 


and the swivel up any good ham trap vertical that was relatively 
small for clandestine use, and the swivel it horizontally for 
*“safekeeping and storage under enemy fire..... ''. Any o' you ol' 
diesel fleet boat boys wanna comment further? Even the ubiquitous 
navy TCS set ran a 12 foot-15 foot whip on 160-30 meters. It 
worked quite well (and was used on such things as Motor Torpedo 


boats, ambulances, and other small field/mobile installations) . 


2. Some wwII and later mobile whips had standard 3/8 inch thread mounts, 
especially those of the 'nam era or the later Korean era. These are 
anywhere from 8-21 feet long, depending upon how you happen to set 
them up (for mobile or portable operation). If you had a good base, 
you should easily be able to get 15 feet or so vertically, and that 
would also radiate much better than the 5 foot mobile whip, especially 
on QRP mode. N4IQA and I run various shades of mobile fishpoles 
that are 6-25 feet long, depending upon band and whether mobile 
or portable. The longer the vertical radiating element, the 
better. The collapsible fishpole style whips should be readily 
available from places like Fair Radio or easily found at hamfests 
(where most of mine have surfaced). They last forever and collapse 
down to about 3 foot elements. 


3. You might try AB4EL's Whippus giganticus var biggus mobilus whippus. 
He runs 160 mobile with a 20 foot vertical mobile whip (usually not 
going under bridges, though....(:+$}..... ), and gets out much better 
than with shortie whips. That thing on a trailer top, with a suitable 
mount would get you out on all bands, and be dismountable as well 
(he stores his collapsed in the car in the daytime, and yes it fits!). 
He may be reading this column but you could reach him for more details 
at AB4EL@Cybernetics.NET. He is a FB experimenter, and can give you 
some good first-hand pointers. 


I would opt for at least a 15 foot whip of some kind, or a folding 

trap vertical or monoband vertical. My luck has always been better 

at low powers with these sorts of things rather than mobile whips. 
Mobile whips work, but just don't have quite the poop that I would like 
if I am running QRP, and don't want to be heard as QRPppppppp! 


Good luck fellas, and fer sure, keep the spark's and arc's buzzing and 
whirring in the late wee small hours..... (:ttt.....

Thanks to those of you who responded to my previous post 
regarding the AGC bug. Here's what I found: 


After reviewing the back issues of HSN describing AGC problems, I 
decided to probe pin 6 of the IF strip connector. This pin connects 
the AGC voltage to the grids of 3 IF tubes - each one connected 
through a simple 1 pole RC filter consisting of a series 22k resistor 
with a 0.005 uf ceramic disc cap to ground. 


This pin should read infinity (refer to HSN - maybe issue 27?), 
since there is no direct DC path to ground. I put my ohmeter across 
it and ground, and the reading was 22k ohms!! Well, the most likely 
suspect was one of the .005 disc caps was shorted (C502, C512, or 
C519). C502 checked OK, C519 checked OK, so this left C512 (I hope I 
got my numbers right) which, after some fruitless searching, I finally 
found to be within the can containing the mechanical filters. I put 
my ohmeter across it - it read fine too! I went back and checked pin 
6 of the big connector - now it read infinity, but I really hadn't 
done anything! I put the IF section back into the receiver and 
powered-up, and the AGC worked great. 


I can only guess that my digging around disturbed component 
positions enough to that the short went away. I could replace these 3 
caps, but both C512 and C519 are in awkward locations, and besides, 
its always possible that something else was shorting, such as one of 
the mechanical filters(!). I'll wait until the problem reappears 
before trying to fix it. 


But at least I know where to look next time, and the R-390A sure 
sounds great!

BTW - also tried to adjust the VFO's endpoints (mine are off by 10 
khz) - found that the adjustment screw has already been backed all the 
way out. I think it's a COSMOS VFO - although there's no label on the 
case, the adjustment screw cover is simply a slotted flat head screw, 
rather than a slotted hex. Looks like I'll need a new VFO if I want 
to have an accurate dial.

Well, here are the results of my little poll: Most of you said the seller 
should get to keep the damaged radio. The second place finisher was the 
SHIPPER!...since they paid the claim. Last and lowly is the frustrated buyer 
who received relatively few votes. 


Geez, you guys are tough....I don't see why the shipper gets anything. They 
CAUSED the damage. To me, this is like giving your car to the person who 
rear-ends you just because their insurance paid to £1x your car. 


Many folks, favoring the seller, said that the buyer was not entitled to 
the radio since he had received a refund. I don't get this either. The 
seller gets the money AND the radio--and you think that's fair. But for 
some reason it's not fair for the buyer to get the money and the radio. 
I've missed the logic here... 


I have only ever had to file two claims for damage in 2-1/2 years. In both 
cases, operating under the guideline "the customer is always right," i have 
offered the buyer an immediate refund if the radio is returned to me OR 

he can keep the radio and get the refund if he is willing to wait during the 
claim process. Both of my buyers elected to wait it out and both got to 

keep the radio and the refund (2 - 3 months later). 


Several respondents pointed out that the shipper often wants to keep the 
damaged goods to sell off to compensate for the cost of the claim. This is 
true. And UPS's first reaction seems to be "We'll pick up the goods and take 
it to our claim center for evaluation." DON'T LET THEM DO THIS. You will 
never see the radio again. INSIST that they send an evaluator to your 
location to meet with you and complete a damage report. They will do this 
(after a lot of complaining) and the damage report is 11 you need. The 
evaluator will sometimes ask to take the radio with him. All you have to 

do is say no. 


This case frustrated me. I was the buyer (SO THANKS A LOT FOR YOUR 
SUPPORT!) and the seller is keeping the radio. He's had my money since 
July 23, over 3 months ago and so far, I have nothing--no money and no 
radio. The thing that frustrated me the most is that the seller didn't 
ship my radio for 2 months after he cashed my check. Then it arrived 
damaged. I guess I felt that I deserved compensation for waiting for 
the seller to ship the thing at all!

Hugh asked why maritime stations send UP when shifting from the 
calling frequency: Once contact is established two stations need 
to shift off of the calling freq so working freqs are agreed upon 
by, say: KPNW DE NMO UP 454/440 K / NMO DE KPNW R UP / EE / EE 
meaning *‘Lets go xup*x to this pair of frequencies'' - this might 
seem strange at first since the call originated on 500 and they 
are in fact moving DOWN in freq! But that's no contradiction since 
they are actually moving UP in wavelength - a fallback to the older 
days when wavelength was the unit of measurement. UP is easier to 
send then QSY, and was so firmly established that when ‘frequency ' 
became the standard reference everyone kept sending UP (to send 
DOWN is even longer than QSY).

One additional tidbit that might be of interest is that early marine 

sets (see for example the Marconi shipboard spark sets such as the 

P4 as given in Elmer Bucher's 1917 edition on Wireless Telegraphy and 
Telephony) had only a very limited number of *‘‘waves'' upon which to work. 
Spark tended to be very broad in signal (maybe 50 khz or so, also remember 
that spark is a Class B emission, or roughly chopped-tone modulation), 

so the standard Marconi ‘‘working waves'' were 450 meters and 300 

meters in addition to the internationally designated 600 meters. 

Hence, if you went **UP'' you moved up to a short wave of 450 or 300 
meters from a longer wave of 600 meters. Receivers of the period, 

such as the Navy Type SE-143 and its successors, and the Marconi 

sets such as the Type 101, 106, or 1192 were also calibrated in waves 
rather than the modern frequency. With the advent of broadcasting 

and vacuum tube technology in the marine service, sets began to use 

the flip or downard side from 600 meters to get out of the broadcast 
fracas and the footloose hams of the era. But, as Jeff pointed out, 

the convention UP was still the conventional signal used. You were 

going up in wavelength, but actually down in frequency. 


Recall that ships have crystal controlled xmtrs with xtals for: 
425 ke (706M), 454 kc (661M), 468 kc (641M), 480 kc (625M), 
500 kc (600M), and 512 kc (586M), while shore stations don't 
have any choice: They're xtal'd on 512, 500, and a fixed 
working frequency below 500 (NMO was assigned 440 kc) so no 
tuning around was necessary nor permitted. In order to work 
duplex the shore stn would usually pick the ship xmt/shore xmt 
frequencies so that the ship would xmt close to the shore's 
freq: 454/440 - I'd listen to 454 yet could still hear my 
transmitter (on 440) on that freq as a side tone. Ships whose 
callsign I recognized I would just send UP without any mention 
of frequencies, for they knew I was going to 440 and they'd 
want to naturally choose an xtal as close as possible (454) 
for QSK and want of hearing their own xmtr.

Most traffic that I hear on MF these days sits on 454 khz for the ship, 
and the shore station uses the appropriate assigned frequency, as Jeff 
mentioned. I was listening in on the reserve receiver last night, for 
about 6 hours and heard a whole bunch of shore stations from the east 
coast here in NC. Even heard ZBM (South Africa?) PZN (don't know where 
this is, but sounds south american), CLA, CLB (Cuba?), and the traditional 
Canuck stations VAU VCS and one more that I don't remember right off. 
Even the pacific coast station KFS (san francisco) came in loud like at 
about 579 or QSA 3. The receiver that I use most often is an ancient 
USCG RC-123 (Federal Telegraph Co, model 128-AY [also Mackay 128-AY]) 
that dates from WWII. WLO came through loud enough to knock the cans 
off my ears. I really jumped the first time they belted up on the hr 
with their traffic list/WX call on 600 meters. One station sent a 
safety message XXX XXX XXX DE stn stn stn. I think it was ZBM, but 

was not sure, since QRN covered up the station call, but that safety 
signal is something that you dont miss. 


My guess is that 600 meters is gonna be one fine dilly of a QRG this 
season, and if you have any hankering to monitor, for whatever reason, 
the end of the watch on 600 meters, this is the time to do it. 


Your average superhet is not the best receiver to use on that QRG. 

A heterodyne or autodyne detector with one or more RF stages for 
isolation is a much better receiver on 600 meters. Why,...... because 
of internal receiver noise and birdies. An R-390 or an R-388 is only 
fair, because of IF problems. A kenwoodieyasawhooicomophone can be fair, 
but often has its share of internal birdies. A wwII surplus navy or 
aircraft radio set with the MF band is probably going to work OK. 

The ARC-5 LF receiver is absolutely magnificent in this regard, although 


the passband is a bit broad (fine for monitoring). The old navy RAL/RAK 
series receivers is also great. The navy RBM is fair to good. 


Anyway, if you fellas wanna get in on the last roundup on 600 meters. 
DO IT NOW!
